Another Chapter for. 
Beveridge Still to Write 


In a remarkably clever. article in the Saturday Evening Post, 
Albert J. Beveridge, the illustrious Indiana senator, dealing with the 
Canadian railway situation, recognizes a menace which has been 
made clearly evident to Edmontonians, when he points out that 
while the three great Canadian transcontinentals have been practi- 
cally created by government grants. or guarantees and that while 
the railway commission has ample authority to regulate rates and 
discipline them in all matters of public safety, there is still a grave 
danger to the Canadian people in the political power that has come 
into the hands of these roads, which power, if wielded unscrupu- 
lously, could easily be used to keep any other railway enterprise 
from ever being a factor in Canada. 

One paragraph of Beveridge's article says: 

So vast and so ramified are these three master railway systeris 
that they hold the railway situation In Canada In tho hollow of their 


hands. it would bea lucky man Indeed, or else one so supertalivciy 
able to be a genius, who could get Into the Canadian railway field

with a new railway enterpriso without the consent of Canada's 
railway triumvirate, Already, indeed, there aro dark suggestions of a 
new railroad in one of the prairie provinces having been bound, 
gagged and tient cut cf the country. by one of the triple-crowned 


arbiters of Canada’s railway destiny. 


Beveridge's paragraph, of course, refers to the Great Waterways 
and he has evidently been able to see, from as far away as Washing- | 
ton, what is now so apparent in Edmonton, that the fate of this 
enterprise was engineered through an intrigue on the part of certain 
politicians for the benefit of one of the three great railway systems 
already in the field. 

The story of the wrecking of the enterprise which was to have 
given Edmonton the trade of the north country has not yet been 
completed, however, and some day in the not too distant future 
Beveridge may be able to add another chapter showing in the case of 
Frank Oliver what happens to members of the government who 
consider the interests of a railway to be of more importance than 
the interests of the constituency which they were elected to repre- 


sent. 


Ex-Commissioner Bouillon

Administers the Double Cross 

From the letter given by ex-Alderman McKinley to the Capital 
yesterday it is very clearly evident that Ex-Commnissioner Bouillon 
does not intend to abide by the decision of the clectors in case 
Ex-Aldertan McKinley, or whoever runs in the Bouiilon behalf to 
fill the vacancy on the council board, is defeated. 

This is exactly the situation which the Capital has apprehended 
and has already pointed out. 

If Ex-Commissioner Bouillon were offeriig iimself as a candi- 
date, and if he were ready to give his undertaking that he would 
withdraw all suits and quit the game if defeated, his election or 
defeat might mean something. 

But where Alderman McKinley, or anyone who may run in his 
behalf, is unable to give even the doubtful assurance of Bouillon’s 
guarantee that he, the ex-commissioner, will rest his case with the 
electors, Mr. McKinley’s election or defeat cannot mean anything as 
it would not change the majority on the council board and would 
not—as he admits—change Mr. Bouillon's tactics. 

It is quite clear that Mr- Bouillon does not want to accept any 
decision as final, either from the courts or the electors, but that 
on the contrary, his only aspiration is to continue to make trouble | 
the city: 

Under these circumstances, the ex-commissioner is cntitled to no 
consideration whatever. He has been duly and properly ejected 
from the city hall and the only sensible thing to do in his case is to 


keep him out. 
There is a certain amount of sympathy coming to Alderman 
McKinley, however. The present circumstances indicate that 


Bouillon has given him the double cross.
